They are having a rather violent time 
of it down aronnd Bennings, as is attested by 
tt-e following dispatch from a New' York sport- 
ing authority: 

“If all reports are true that are brought over 
from tbe Bennings race track by prominent 
horsemen who pay semi-weekly visits to New 
York, the sport of the kings has found a most 
inglorious ending after the most bril- 
liant season in the east since racing 
became a sport. It appears that since tbe 
wealthy horse owners, the leading book- 
makers and tbe big bettors have removed from 
the tnif for the year the sport has fallen into 
the hands of tbe Philistines, so to speak, and 
tbe slanderons action of many layers and 
writers at the Washington track ia con- 
demned in no moderate terms by the beet 
patrons of the game. In these days one 
scarcely reads of anything bnt scandal at- 
tached to the racing at Bennings. Those who 
are best able to judge of the merits and 
demerits of a race declare the sport is as clean 
as it was at Sheepshead Bay. They maintain 
that tbe bookmakers, who have not been quite 
as snccessfol at Washington as they hoped to 
be, have not had the gniding hand of the big 
layer, who dropped ont when the finish came in 
New York. For that reason each layer now 
doing business at the Wasnington meeting is 
compelled to tax his own knowledge of the run- 
ning qualities of the horses. In his battle with 
the public the layer has discovered to bis sor- 
row that the bettors are ‘patting it on him,’ 
and ha has resorted to the cry of fraud. 

“ ‘I have never witnessed the scenes that are 
enacted at Bennings,’ said a well-known horse 
owner on a recent over-night stop in New York, 
'The public has cleaned np a little on the book- 
makers during the msetiog, and tbe latter are 
load in their claim that they are being cheated 
by horse owners and jockeys. They hold ont 
horses that they make favorites without any re- 
gard as to what tbe public may think of their 
jndgment, and when a heavily backed second or 
third choice walks away with the coin they are 
adverse to giving tbe pablic credit for knowing 
something and immediately set np a cry of 
fraud. This occurs in almost every race. It 
is diegnsting and nncalled for and should be 
stopped.’ ”
